Why should the board make 
this exception and open itself to 
a train of similar requests? 

MUST SERVE 

No, the board decided, the lee- 
way could not be granted. The 
young man had filled all require- 
ments; he was on the summoned 
list in order number, and he was 
definitely booked to put in his 
turn with the army. Aiding or in- 
terfering with cupid was not their 
aim or business. Their only con- 
cern was the efficient administra- 
tion of the selective service law, 
and with that the little god of 
love just has to take his own 
chances.

| Spring, Miss Hurst spoke of her 


own life, of her varied experiences 
and of the trials and compensat- 
ing pleasures of the blind. Most 
of her talk, Rowever, was devoted 
to a description of the Hazel 
Hurst Foundation school, the first 
of its kind in America. 

Born, blind, little Hazel Hurst | 
was six years old before she real- 
ized that other people possessed 
the sight that she lacked. 

Speaking of what the thought- 
fulness of people has meant to 
her, Miss Hurst told of the small 
Rotary club that “adopted” her, 
sent her to Columbia university 
and provided her with her first 
gseeing-eye dog. Since then many 
people have aided in her work of 
training seeing-eye dogs. 

The Monrovia school, she said, 
does not sell the trained seeing- 
eye dogs, but lends them to blind

a report of the dogs’ condition be 
made to the home once each 
month. 

Cost of training a dog is $1,000, 
according to Miss Hurst. It re- 
quires four years of study to pre- 
pare a man to train a dog, and 
four months to train a “unit"— 
the dog and the blind person it is 
to care for. Each must learn the 
language of movement, becoming 
thoroughly familiar with every 
move the other makes. 

Miss Hurst was accompanied by 
her own seeing-eye guide and 
guard, Bonnie, a handsome Ger- 
man shepherd,
